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IRREGULAR MEDICAL PRACTICE. 


AN INTERNATIONAL INQUIRY. 
(Concluded from page 20.) 


Au. the Correspondents are agreed as to the dangers of the 
sundry forms of irregular and unqualitied practice set out 
in the earlier sections of the report, and most of them can 
vouch personally for cases of unqualified practice which 
include the death or permanent disablement of the victim, 
financial as well as physical ruin of patients, the betrayal 
of personal and family secrets, and the spread of infection. 
Luxembourg alone is in the happy position of offering no 
first-hand evidence of such abuse. It is clear, therefore, 
that the law as it stands, however drastic and compre- 
hensive, is almost universally inadequate for the protection 
of the public. The next section of the inquiry is accordingly 
directed to examining the general methods of administra- 
tio of existing law, the extent to which the official 
machinery is supplemented by voluntary organizations, and 
the cause for the relative success or failure of the combined 
efforts of official and voluntary agencies. 


Organization for the Control of Unqualified Practice. 

The most comprehensive organization includes administrative 
bodies or individual officers specially charged with the enforce- 
ment of the laws controlling medical practice, qualified and 
unqualified, voluntary organizations (whether professional or 
mixed) directed to the same end, and professional associations 
which include suppression of irregular practice amongst their 
objects. Special consideration is given in this connexion to the 
attitude of individual medical practitioners, the medical press, 
and the Jay press. 

In Esthomia, Hungary, Luxembourg, Sweéen, and Yugo- 
slavia there is no special organization, official or voluntary, for 
the suppression of unqualified practice. In Luxembourg, how- 
ever, the district, inspectors of health are charged with the 
control of quackery; in Yugoslavia the medical officers of 
arondissements and communes are empowered to take action, 
and the hospitals, by questioning every patient on admission as 
to the treatment already received, obtain a considerable amount 
of information. In Hungary, Sweden, and Yugoslavia the pro- 
fessional associations do what they can to combat the evil. 
In France, whilst ‘there is no official organization for the 
Purpose, the medical syndicates are under an obligation to take 


action against illegal practitioners. There is also a central 
office for the suppression of the illegal practice of medicine, 
created at the conclusion of the congress on illegal practice held 
in 1906. This office receives financial as well as moral support 
from the central organization of medical syndicates, of which 
it is an offshoot. In Germany, Belgium, Bulgaria, Denmark, 
Holland, Poland, and Switzerland the efforts of the professional 
associations are either subsidized or supplemented by the work 
of official agencies. In Germany the organization is threefold : 
the medical officers of the Ministry of Public Health do their 
share; there is a German association for combating quackery ; 
and this receives financial help as well as general support from 
the medical associations. These last have their own special com- 
mittee for dealing with quackery. The medical association of 
the free city of Danzig also has a special committee, and is 
a member of the association mentioned above. Jn Belgium 
there is a comprehensive organization consisting of provincial 
medical committees of doctors and pharmacists which tries to 
suppress illegal practice, a national anti-quackery committee, 
created by the Belgian Medical Federation, with provincial sub- 
committees, a union of stomatologists and qualified dentists, 
a professional association of ophthalmologists, a national pharma- 
ceutical asseciation, and a co-ordinating body consisting of 
delegates from the associations already mentioned. In Bulgaria 
the Director of Public Health on the one: hand, and the 
Bulgarian Medical Association on the other, are active, but 
there are no special organizations. Medical delinquents are 
brought before the medical courts of honour; the misdeeds «f 
quacks are brought to public notice through the press and 
other agencies. In Denmark the Danish Medical Association 
helps the public authorities by reporting offences to the local 
medical officer, but hardly ever itself embarks on a prosecution. 
The. matter falls within the sphere of the Superior Council 
of Health and the cantonal and regional medical officers. In 
Holland the Public Health Service is charged with official 
activities; there is also a private anti-quackery, association 
consisting of doctors, pharmacists, judges, lawyers, and indi- 
vidual members. The association is subsidized by the medical 
and pharmaceutical associations; it has an office in Amsterdam. 
In Poland the medical officers and the medical chambers share 
the honour of maintaining the battle, but the medical chambers 
have no power to impose penalties, and can only bring cases 
before the courts. Theré are no private organizations dealing 
with the question, though there is scope for such associations. 
In Switzerland the Federal Public Health Service, with a 
central office at Bern, is the official organization for con- 
trolling unqualified practice. A certain number of cantons have 
also combined to maintain an office at Zurich for controlling the 
traffic in proprietary and secret remedies. The Swiss Society 
of Samaritans occasionally notifies offences to the authorities. 


Attitude of the Press and the Individual Medical 
Practitioner, 

The work of the special organizations for the suppression 
of irregular practice, where these exist, is supplemented to 
a greater or less extent by individual medical practitioners, the 
medical press, and the lay press. 

In Germany, Bulgaria, Hungary, Norway, Sweden, and 
Switzerland all three of these agencies are active. In Germany 
the Geshundeheite Lehrer has two editions, one for the pro- 
fession, the other for the public, whilst the lay press is 
taking some steps to eliminate quack advertisements. In 
Bulgaria the lay press often draws attention to the dangers of 
quackery by publishing reports of its ill effects. In Hungary 
the lay press gave good publicity to the recent conference on the 
subject, and congratulated its promoters. In Norway the lay 
press is active. In a recent case it was a journalist who 
secured the conviction of an unqualified woman for treating 
two advanced cases of tuberculosis by fatiguing exercises, cold 
water, etc. One of the patients died, and the practitioner was 
condemned to two years’ imprisonment. In Sweden medical 
practitioners take an active part in the campaign, frequently 
publishing popular books on the subject and organizing con- 
ferences, while the lay press does what it can to help them. 
In Switzerland the more influential papers censor their adver- 
tisements to some extent. 

In Esthonia, Poland, and Yugoslavia, on the other hand, 
neither medical practitioners, medical press, nor lay press make 
any effort against unqualified practice. In Yugoslavia, indeed, 
the lay press openly favours the quack, magnifying the success 
of the fraudulent advertiser. In Luxembourg, whilst no need is 
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felt for any activity on the part of the individual medical 
practitioner and the medical press, the lay press shows itself 
hostile to the quack whenever the report of a conviction offers 
a suitable opportunity. In Denmark, whilst little is done by 
the individual medical practitioner, the medical press is active 
and the lay press sympathetic. In Belgium, France, and 
Holland only the medical press takes any active part in the 
campaign. In France and Holland the lay press is said to he 
too deeply interested in advertisements to take any but a lenient 
view of advertisers, though in Holland some papers refuse the 
advertisements of the most flagrant charlatans. 


Adequacy of Penalties. 

In Holland, Luxembourg, Poland, and Switzerland the law 
as it stands is considered by Correspondents to be adequate. 
In Luxembourg the penalty for the first offence of illegal 
practice is 100 to 500 francs, for subsequent offences 500 to 
1,000 francs, together with, or as an alternative to, imprison- 
ment of from eight days’ to six months’ duration. In Poland 
the penalty is ‘‘ administrative ""—detention of six weeks or 
a fine of 350 Swiss francs, or beth. It will be noted that these 
four countries enjoy legislative prohibition of unqualified 
medical practice. In the remaining countries, which include 
all those where the practice of medicine is theoretically free, 
as well as a number where it is not, it is considered that the 
law is not adequate to secure the end in view. In Germany 
the professional courts of honour can censor, fine, and with- 
draw professional privileges (droits d’honneur médical). Apart 
from these sanctions lay and medical offenders alike are 
subject only to the ordinary law of fraud. In Belgium the 
penalty for illegal practice is one of 25 to 100 florins for the 
first offence, doubled for a second offence, and the punishment 
for persistent infringement of -the law is fifteen days’ to six 
months’ imprisonment. The fine for collusion in an offence 
between a dector and chemist is visited with the far heavier 
penalty of 200 florins, sometimes with suspension of the right 
to practise for a period of from six months to two years. In 
Bulgaria the maximum penalty is 100 Swiss frances. In 
Denmark the penalty, which it is thought may be insufficient, 
is by way of a fine for the first offence and imprisonment for 
a second. In Esthonia the unqualified practitioner is safe so 
leng as he can avoid conviction of receiving a fee ov selling 
medicines. The penalty on conviction is imprisonment of two 
to four months’ duration, or eight months for a second 
offence. In France the law is reported as inadequate and 
administration as complaisant to the unqualified (** On excuse 
un charlatan et frappe durement un médecin”’). In Hungary 
the law only moves where it can be proved that payment has 
passed; the penalties are very light, except in cases where 
death or crippling has resulted. In Norway the law is reported 
as inadequate: the courts treat offences of this nature with 
centempt, and it is equally difficult to secure the institution of 
prosecution and, in cases where prosecution is undertaken, 
conviction. In Sweden the penalties range from 50 to 1,000 
crowns; if the unqualified practitioner has held himself out 
as qualified a penalty of one year’s imprisonment may be 
inflicted. There is a similar fine for the institution by an 
unqualified person of any treatment endangering life or health. 
In Yugoslavia there is a bill under consideration for imposing 
a penalty of imprisonment up to five years or adequate fine. 
If the case is aggravated, as by the death of the patient, the 
proposed penalty is ten years’ hard labour. 

Dr. Decourt passes from the general adequacy of the law te 
consider the efficacy of its administration as regards a specified 
list of offences : advertising on the part of the qualified practi- 
tioner, advertising and assumption of medical functions on the 
part of the pharmacist, press and poster advertising in general 
and advertisements of secret remedies in particular, itinerant 
quacks and distributors of secret remedies, and exploitation 
of the compensation, insurance, and pensions legislation by 
unqualified persons. 

Of the four Correspondents whe find the law in thetr owa 
countries generally adequate. those in Luxembourg, Poland. and 
Switzerland find its administration adequate at all these points. 
In Holland, however, it is stated that it is seldom possible 
to subject a qualified medical’ practitioner to discipline. 
This is said to be unnecessary as regards the pharmacist. 
Only in France is any difficulty noted in connexion with the 
administration of the social insurance system and provision for 
war pensioners. Here the trouble is unfortunately largely

Nortn LancasHtReE AND SoutH WESTMORLAND Brancu. 


At the annual meeting of the North Lancashire and South West- 
morland Branch, held at the Furness Abbey Hotel on June 26th, 
Dr. George Alexander was elected president for the year in 
succession to Dr. J. Cochrane. After the business of the 
meeting had been concluded, Dr. Atexanper read a paper on 
ocular headache, and Dr. and Mrs. Alexander entertained members 
and friends to tea in the Abbey grounds. 


Ocular Headache. 

Intense pain arising in or around the eyes, said Dr. Alexander, 
was almost invariably due to acute inflammatory éonditions of the 
eye—above all to acute glaucoma, acute iritis and scleritis, or corneal 
ulcer, Acute conjunctivitis caused irritation rather than pain. It 
was only when the antcrior portions of the eye, supplied with 
sensory nerves, were affected that pain developed, stimulation of 
the choroid, retina, and optic nerve being incapable of exciting 
pain. In inflammation of the uvea and conditions of increased 
tension the pain radiated to neighbouring parts, usualy on the 
affected side. It was important to realize that pain from acute 
conjunctivitis or scleritis was localized in the eye, while in iritis 
or increased tension it radiated to the surroundings. Headache due 
to eye conditions was at first usually localized and more marked 
on the affected side; it might be continuous or intermittent, and 
was usually relieved when the eyes were rested. Associated sym- 
ptoms were giddiness, depression, and vomiting. Apart from the 
diseases already mentioned, the usual causes of ocular headache 
were refractive errors, anomalies of accommodation, and disturb- 
ances in muscular equilibrium. Prolonged use of normal eyes might 
give rise to exhaustion and discomfort. Women 
suffered more frequently than men, probably because they lived 
more indoors and used their eyes more for fine work; moreover, 
at the age when presbyopia begins they had to endure the added 
strain of the menopausal changes. In his experience, said Dr. 
Alexander, he had found the following order of frequency in the 
refractive errors causing headache: hypermetropic astigmatism; 
hypermetropia; myopic astigmatism; mixed astigmatism; myopia. 
The lesser errors caused most trouble, the reason being that their 
victims made efforts to overcome them, whereas when the refractive 
apparatus was too defective for the individual to see clearly ‘by 
any effort he unconsciously gave up the attempt and ceased to 
strain the ciliary muscles. When the refraction of one eye differed 
from that of the other, or where the axes of astigmatism differed, 
further complication was added, each ciliary muscle having to act 
individually both in extent and in direction. The progressive weak- 

_ ness of -the ciliary muscle associated with presbyopia was over- 
come by holding objects farther away from the eve, or by straining 
the muscle, the resulting headache being mosily in the frontal 
region. The cure for headache due to refractive error or presbyopia 
was in the prescribing of suitable glasses, and, except in elderly 
persons, a mydriatic was essential. There was a temptation on the 
part of the optician, continued Dr. Alexander, to give the patient 
the nearest size frame he had in stock, instead of making one to 
suit the individual; and he had come across cases of headache due 
to the fact that, although refractive error had been corrected, 
the lenses were improperly decentred, thus adding a prismatic 
effect and throwing additional strain on the external ocular muscles. 
Anomalies of these external muscles gave rise to headache through 
the patient’s constant effort to contract the weaker muscles. Here 
again the slighter cases were specially prone to give rise to 
headache. To bring about a cure it was necessary to correct the 
refractive error under a mydriatic, and, if necessary, to fit prisms 
or decentre the lens to obtain the desired prismatic effect. When 
the patient complained of general ‘headache careful investigation 
= required before attributing the condition to an ocular cause 
only,
